HONEST  MONEY 


Look  up  at  the  American  flag!  Is  there  anything  in  the  world  more  inspiring  than  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  of  Old  Glory?  The  waving  folds  of  the  grand  old  flag  recalls  to  the  mind  the 
proudest  pages  of  American  history.  On  a thousand  battlefields  American  patriots  have 
fought,  and  bled  and  died  in  defense  of  the  starry  emblem  of  the  Republic 

Patriotism  is  a grand  and  ennobling  sentiment.  When  the  patriotism  of  a people  be- 
comes less  fervent,  there  is  danger  to  a nation,  be  it  a monarchy  or  a republic.  From  the 
beginning  of  history  the  flag  has  been  the  emblem  of  patriotism. 

But  the  mere  waving  of  a flag  is  not  patriotism.  The  fact  that  a pawnbroker  uses  the 
American  flag  as  an  awning,  and  paints  three  balls  across  its  glorious  stripes  does  not 
make  him  a patriot.  A lie  painted  on  a rag  and  stretched  as  a tail  to  Old  Glory  remaani  a 
lie  and  the  man  who  thus  desecrates  the  American  flag  is  a liar  and  a hypocrite. 


Look  up  at  the  flags ! 

Who  placed  them  there?  Whose  money  was  expended,  and  what  powerful  interests 
were  invoked  that  they  may  wave  to-day? 

What  cause  do  they  represent?  What  dividends  will  they  pay? 

When  did  patriodsm  forsake  the  prairits  and  take  refuge  in  LaSalle  Street?  When 
di.l  the  American  workingman  become  an  anarchist  an<i  the  Wall  street  banker  a patriot? 
When  and  how  was  love  of  country,  of  liberty  and  of  law  syndicated  into  a truat  and 
enlisted  into  a battle  for  gold  monometallism? 

B uff  old  Dr.  Jonson  once  said:  “ Patriotism  is  the  last  refuge  of  a scoundrel.** 

A later  philosopher  well  expressed  a timely  warning  when  he  said:  “ Waving  the  flag 
with  one  hand  and  plundering  the  pockets  of  the  people  with  the  other  is  a form  of  patri- 
otism which  is  becoming  altogether  too  common  in  this  country.’*

W.  C,  P.  Breckinridge,  Russell  Sage,  Herr  Most  (a  distinguished 
lot  of  gold  advocates) — and  the  glorious  banner  of  the  Republic! 

Look  up  at  the  flags!  Try  to  fnrgef  that  they  were  manufactured  by  the  bunting  trust; 
that  they  wxre  paid  for  by  money  levied  by  Mark  Hanna  on  the  trusts,  and  that  they  are 
made  to  do  service  in  a cause  foreign  to  true  Americanism. 

Those  who  steal  the  livery  of  heaven  to  worship  the  devil  in  are  more  than  matched 
in  insolence  by  the  men  who  float  the  American  flag  in  an  attempt  to  foist  a British  finan- 
cial system  on  the  people  of  the  United  States.  If  they  dared  show  their  true  colors  they 
would  wave  the  British  Jack,  and  not  sully  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

At  the  risk  of  becoming  personal  and  of  wounding  the  tender  sensibilities  of  some  of 
our  best  citizens— those  who  compose  our  better  class— let  us  make  a brief  investigation 
and  ask  a few  pointed  questions. 

Our  wealthy  fellow-citizens  are  almost  unanimous  for  sound  money— for  “honest” 
money.  They  assume  that  there  are  others  who  believe  in  unsound  and  “ dishonest” 
money.  They  have  erected  a political  pedestal,  arranged  themselves  as  a group  at  its 
apex,  and  call  upon  the  dazzled  multitude  to  bow  their  heads  in  recognition  of  their  finan- 
cial honesty  and  consecrated  purity.  They  are  for  gold;  hence  gold  is  honest.  They  are 
opposed  to  silver;  hence  silver  is  dishonest. 

In  a month  from  now  the  election  will  have  passed,  and  we  will  be  paying  attention  to 
other  things.  You  will  be  reminded  by  the  Chicago  newspapers  of  the  unwelcome  fact 
that  as  a city  Chicago  is  bankrupt ; that  there  is  no  money  in  the  treasury  with  which  to 
clean  or  repair  the  streets  ; that  our  school  facilities  are  inadequate,  our  police  force  in- 
sufficient, and  that  this  is  a condition  of  affairs  disgraceful  to  Chicago  or  any  other  city. 
And  then  our  wealthy  fellow  citizens  will  climb  down  from  their  pedestal,  and  prate  no 
more  about  honesty. 

And  you  will  walk  in  slush  and  mud  because  these  “honest”  citizens  refuse  to  pay 
taxes  on  their  enormous  possessions.  You  will  be  waylaid  by  thugs  because  the  “honest 
money”  millionaires  have  perjured  themselves  and  shirked  the  burden  of  taxation  and 
transferred  it  to  the  small  property  owner.  You  will  drink  polluted  water  and  perhaps 
die  of  fever,  because  the  owners  of  these  sixteen-story  buildings  have  paid  Mark  Hanna

so  much  to  win  the  cause  of  'ffionest  money”  that  they  are  compelled  to  bribe  an  assessor 
rather  than  pay  their  “honest"  taxes. 

Friends  and  citizens,  there  is  a vast  difference  between  “honest  money"  and  “honest 
taxes.'* 

In  the  table  which  follows  you  will  find  food  for  study  and  reflection.  The  people  who 
own  these  magnificent  pieces  of  property  are  ail,  or  nearly  all,  for  honest  money.  “Sound 
money”  flags  float  to-day  from  many  of  these  buildings.  Their  owners  set  themselves  up 
models  of  honesty  and  exemplars  of  patriotism.  The  values  of  these  buildings  are  taken 
from  an  official  report  made  by  experts  appointed  by  Mayor  Swift. 

The  first  column  shows  how  much  they  pay  taxes  upon. 

The  second  column  shows  the  real  value  of  their  property.

President  Lyman  J.  Gage,  do  you  think  $80,000  is  an  honest  assessment  on  your  First 
National  Bank  building,  which  the  real  estate  people  claim  is  worth  81,000,000? 

Marshall  Field,  please  stand  up.  You  are  calling  some  very  good  people  repudiators, 
and  talking  a great  deal  about  honest  money.  Do  you  think  that  §151.800  is  an  honest  val- 
uation on  } our  great  State  street  store,  with  its  palatial  buildings  and  immense  stock  of 
goods?  They  say  it  is  worth  at  least  81,650,000.  And  your  wholesale  building— is 
worth  $271,700  or  82,700,000.  A 

One  moment  please,  Mr.  Pullman.  This  is  nothing  about  Mr.  Debs,  or  the  wor  ^0 
whose  wages  you  reduced.  How  much  is  your  Michigan  avenue  building  worth?  Y 
$116,800  and  there  are  people  who  say  they  are  willing  to  pay  you  $1,550,000  for  it. 

Glance  back  over  that  list  of  buildings.  Notice  the  Old  Colony  building,  which  rears 
its  massive  front  240  feet  above  the  pavements  of  Dearborn  street.  Sixteen  stories  of 
pressed  brick  and  carved  stone  and  French  plate  windows.  Take  a look  at  its  interior, 
with  marble  mosaic  floors  and  its  acres  of  luxuriously  fitted  offices.  It  is  a commercial 
palace. 

Seventy-three  thousand  dollars  is  what  the  honest  money  owners  of  this  magnificent 
piece  of  property  swear  is  a fair  and  taxable  value. 

Is  that  honesty?  Is  that  patriot'sm?  Is  that  a fair  example  to  set  for  the  boys  of  to- 
day who  are  to  be  the  business  men  of  to-morrow?  Is  that  why  they  float  the  American 
flag?  Is  that  why  they  are  going  to  vote  for  Mr.  McKinley? 

Shame  on  you,  men  of  wealth  of  Chicago!  Your  money  is  in  the  pockets  of  bribed 
assessors.  You  have  committed  perjury.  You  have  defrauded  the  people  who  have  made 
your  fortunes,  arid  from  whose  ceaseless  toil  your  princely  incomes  are  extracted.  Ycu, 
who  are  most  able  to  defray  the  expenses  of  municipal  government  prefer  to  corrupt  pub- 
lic officials,  add  crime  to  greed,  and  shift  to  the  shoulders  of  the  poor  and  the  weak  the 
burdens  of  taxation.  Take  down  your  flags  anrl  give  them  to  honest  men. 

Think  not  that  you  shall  escape  the  lash  of  public  opinion.  Think  not  that  your  brazen 
contempt  for  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  common  people  shall  go  unnoticed  or  unre- 
huked.  It  is  you  who  are  arraying  the  masses  against  the  classes.  It  is  you  who  are  teach- 
ing disrespect  for  law.  It  is  you  who  are  preaching  the  gospel  of  dishonesty.  You  are 
the  repudiators.  You  are  the  anarchists.  Read  what  George  B.  Swift,  mayor  of  Chicago, 
at  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Commercial  Club  said,  at  a time  when  your  perjured  dishon- 
esty had  brought  the  proud  city  of  Chicago  face  to  face  with  bankruptcy: 

“Talk  about  anarchy;  talk  about  breeding  the  spirit  of  communism!  What  does  it  more 
than  the  acts  of  the  representative  citizens  of  Chicago?  If  an  assessor  grows  rich  while  in 
office  with  whom  does  he  divide?  Not  with  the  common  people.  He  divides  with  the 
man  who  tempts  him  to  make  a low  assessment,  not  the  man  who  has  the  humble  home, 
but  the  capitalist  and  the  business  man.  These  are  plain  words  but  they  are  true.” 

Of  course  they  are  true,  but  they  do  not  express  half  the  truth. 


There  has  been  considerable  talk  recently  about  changing  the  system  of  assessments, 
of  consolidating  the  various  towns,  and  of  putting  a slop  to- these  criminal  practices.  With 
great  ostentation  a petition  was  circulated.  It  was  handled  by  the  rich  clubs,  and  finally 
with  75,060  names  attached  was  presented  to  the  County  Commissioners.  This  petition 
called  for  the  submission  of  this  question  to  the  people.  The  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners declined  to  obey  the  legal  mandate  of  the  people.  Why  ? Because  the  men  who 
, circulated  the  petition  whispered  in  the  ears  of  the  commissioners  that  they  did  not  care 
to  have  any  new  system  of  taxation.  Because  every  wealthy  tax-dodging  hypocrite  in 
Chicago  made  it  his  personal  business  to  see  that  no  such  action  was  taken.  Because  they 
wanted  the  small  taxpayer  to  pay  the  taxes  cf  the  great  capitalists.  Because  they  are  lost 
to  all  sense  of  public  morality. 

Let  us  look  up  once  more  at  the  .American  flags,  and  th^n  take  up  some  other  phases 
of  this  patriotic  question. 

Early  this  year  Mayor  Swift  appointed  a commission  to  ascertain  the  value  of  down- 
town property — the  flag  district.  It  was  a capable  and  disinterested  committee,  consisting 
of  the  following  gentlemen  : Joseph  Downersberger,  Eugene  H.  Fishburn,  Dunlap  Smith, 
Charles  W.  Ginderle,  and  George  Tapper.  They  are  all  gold  standard  men,  and  their 
official  report  cannot  be  called  an  anarchistic  document.  They  found  that  the  property 
bounded  by  State  street  on  the  east,  Madison  street  on  the  south,  and  by  the  river  on  the 
north  and  west,  was  assessed  at  $10,873,980,  and  that  it  was  worth  8107,393,100.  How  many 
votes  do  you  suppose  Mr.  Bryan  will  get  from  these  property  owners  ? Not  many.  They 
^ are  in  favor  of  “honest  money"  and  are  opposed  to  “ repudiation." 

IN  1869,  CHICAGO  HAD  A POPULATION  OF250,000,  AND  HAD  AN  ASSESSED 

, Valuation  of  $266,920,000. 

IN  18%  CHICAGO  HAD  A POPULATION  OF  1,750.000.  AND  HAD  AN  ASSESSED 
VALUATION  OF  8237,000,000. 

The  facts  which  follow  are  taken  from  the  official  records.  They  seem  too  astounding 
to  be  true.  They  exhibit  a degree  of  mendacity  and  perjury  unexampled  in  the  history  of 
this, or  any  other  country.  Ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  men  guilty  of  the  crimes  of  which 
these  figures  show  the  proofs,  are  shouting  for  "honest  money  " and  denouncing  those  who 
dare  oppose  their  conspiracy  as  thieves,  scoundrels  and  enemies  of  law  and  order.  These 
figures  are  for  the  year  1894.  There  has  been  a reduction  made  this  year,  but  these  show- 
ings are  shameful  enough. 

All  the  bankers  and  brokers  of  Cook  county  and  Chicago  had  in  money  exactly  $43,925. 
This  was  all  the  money  in  the  possession  of  all  the  banks,  bankers,  brokers  and  stock- 
jobbers of  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  west.  Peoria  had  8279,684;  Will  coun^^y,  8149.- 
285;  Kane  county,  872.358  and  others  in  proportion.  Just  think  of  the  poverty  of  the  Chicago 
bankers!  How  it  must  have  pinched  them  to  raise  the  money  for  those  flags  with  “ Honest 
Money  and  McKinley"  on  them. 

The  total  credits  of  Chicago  bankers  and  brokers  was  exactly  810,000.  That  was 
all  they  swore  they  had.  Winnebago  county  had  S2r>3,514  or  more  than  twenty-five  limes 
as  much  as  Chicago.  Just  think  of  how  many  flags  they  can  hang  up  in  Rockford. 

Now  when  the  panic  of  1893  was  at  hand  the  State  Auditor  made  an  examination  of 
the  Chicago  State  banks  and  found  they  had  assets  of  $68,196,851.07.  How  strange!  How 
do  you  account  for  it,  Mr.  Gage? 

It  is  a mistake  to  suppose  there  is  much  money  in  Chicago.  The  bankers  are  not 
alone  in  their  poverty.  We  are  all  poor,  or  comparatively  so.  Excluding  the  bankers,  the 
assessors  found  but  8434,244  in  all  Chicago,  or  36  cents  apiece.  And  yet  they  denounce 
Mr.  Bryan  when  he  says  we  need  more  money.  How  long  would  the  factories  of  Chicago 

krun,  Mr.  McKinley,  with  only  36  cents  apiece  in  Chicago.  It  is  stated  by  reliable  authority 
that  all  of  this  money  has  been  expended  on  flags,  and  it  seems  plain  that  unless  Mr. 
ryan  is  elected  and  opens  the  mints  our  better  classes  cannot  take  a trip  to  Europe  next 


The  total  assessed  value  o{  all  shares  of  stocks  in  state  and  national  banks  in  Cook 
county  was  $357,353,  Under  the  law  all  such  property  is  required  to  be  assessed  at  its 
"fair  cash  value."  Now  according  to  the  official  bank  statements  submitted  in  March  1895 
the  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  twenty  state  banks  was  $20,184,350  and  that  of  24  national 
banks  was  836,210.000  or  a total  of  $56,394,350.  Let  us  make  a simple  calculation  and  see^ 
how  much  these  public  spirited  gentlemen  lied:

If  the  laws  of  the  state  were  enforced  many  of  these  men  would  be  serving  terms 
in  Joliet,  rather  than  raising  a corruption  fund  with  which  to  bribe  voters  with  as  little 
compunction  as  they  have  bribed  assessors.  If  the  moral  sense  of  the  community  were 
not  dulled,  no  self-respecting  man  would  recognize  them,  or  meet  them  as  social  equals. 

What  are  the  consequences  of  this  system  of  perjury?  How  does  it  effect  the  great 
mass  of  the  people  who  are  forbidden  by  the  law  to  commit  crimes?  Here  are  some 
of  the  ways  in  which  they  are  wronged: 

They  are  compelled  to  pay  taxes,  which  are  expended  to  protect  and  provide  ior  M 

the  property  of  the  tax  dodgers.  ^ 

When  the  downtown  streets,  and  the  fashionable  avenues  are  cared  for,  iher^  i 
is  nothing  left  with  which  to  make  decent  the  streets  along  which  live  the  common, 
honest,  and  law  abiding  citizens. 

There  is  no  money  with  which  to  provide  and  maintain  an  adequate  number  of  street 
lamps,  except  in  favored  districts;  there  are  no  funds  with  which  to  extend  the  electric 
lighting  system,  except  in  those  quarters  where  the  wealthy  are  benefited;  there  are 
no  funds  for  school  house  extension;  there  are  no  funds  for  proper  tenement  house 
inspection;  no  funds  with  which  to  equip  a modern  and  scientific  health  department; 
no  funds  with  which  to  provide  Chicago  with  the  common  necessities  of  a great  metropolis. 

How  about  the  state?  Every  taxpayer  in  the  state  of  Illinois  outside  of  Chicago  has 
to  go  down  in  his  pocket  and  pay  the  taxes  which  should  have  been  paid  by  Chicago  mil- 
lionaires and  the  members  of  the  “American  Hruiest  Mi  ney  League."  The  poor  farmer 
down  in  the  state  has  to  pay  more  taxes  in  order  that  a LaSalle  street  banker  may  save 
money.  The  owner  of  a modest  cottage  in  Elgin  or  Aurora  finds  his  taxes  increased  in  ^ 
order  that  a Chicago  club  man  may  purchase  a new  yacht. 

So  long  as  people  submit  to  this  sort  of  thing  and  vote  to  maintain  it,  so  long  will  they  j 
encourage  by  their  votes  the  men  who  rob  and  defraud  them,  and  st>  long  do  they  deserve  I 
to  be  robbed.  So  long  as  they  vote  with  ihe  trusts  and  with  the  syndicates  and  monopo-  § 
lists,  so  long  will  they  postpone  the  day  of  their  emancipation. 

Look  up  at  the  flags!  They  will  yet  wave  when  William  J.  Bryan  is  elected, and  w^hen 
every  unpatriotic  trust  and  criminal  syndicate  has  been  crushed  by  a free  and  an  hone.st 

people.  I 

The  flags  are  safe  in  the  hands  of  the  common  people.'who  fought  in  their  defense  when 
our  better  classes  were  at  home  plotting  to  control  and  monopolize  our  money. 

Look  up  at  the  flags!  Would  they  not  look  better  if  no  rag  were  pinned  as  an  adver-
